Austin Frazee, a prominent farm er 
of Orange and a brother of John P. 
Frazee of this city, was seriously in­ 
jured S aturday afternoon about 5*30 
o ’clock when he leaped from his a u ­ 
tomobile which was going about 20 
miles per hour. 
Mr. Frazee suffered 
a prim ary concussion of the brain, a 
bursted ear 
drum and 
numerous 
bruises. 
Ile was unconscious for a l­ 
most 24 hours and fo r a time physi­ 
cians thought he was fatally hurt. 
The accident occurred on the road 
between Bentonville and Dublin. 
Mr. 
and Mrs. Frazee and family and Mrs. 
Richard Sipe of Indianapolis were 
on their way to Niagara Falls, in­ 
tending to make the trip in the auto­ 
mobile. 
A fter the p arty had passed 
Bentonville, the little daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. brazee thought the trunk 
which was on the rear of the m a­ 
chine, was coming loose and leaned 
over from the rear seat and spoke to 
her father. 
Without a 
moment’s 
warning Mr. Frazee jumped from tile 
machine and was 
rolled on 
tile 
ground for several feet. 
When picked up he was uncon­ 
scious. 
lie was placed in the auto­ 
mobile and- hurried back to Orange, 
where Dr. Sipe attended his injuries. 
Dr. Parsons of this city was called in 
consultation and found (hat he had 
suffered a prim ary concussion of the 
brain. Tt was not until yesterday a f­ 
ternoon th a t Mf. Frazee regained 
c<lusciousness and today was resting 
easier although not entirely out of 
danger. 
The accident wa- a peculiar one 
and the physicians state that Mr. 
Frazee must have 
been in a 
deep 
thought or wa- almost asleep when 
his daughter -poke to him. 
His son. 
E duard, was driving the automobile' 
and so very quick was the leap and 
without warning, that he did 
not 
have time to stop or even slow down. 
Mr. Frazee struck the. ground on his 
rigid side and his right shoulder is 
severely bruised. 
It is probable that 
his shoulder hit the ground first, thus 
I r< tooting his head from the full 
force of the blow he received.

talked irrational and the family had 
grave fears that he would die before 
medical aid could reach him.

Old Parlies In West Virginia I 


a Quandary. 


Charleston, W. Ya., July 31.—West 
Virginia will be one of the next states 
in the Union to vote on state-wide pro­ 
hibition, an am endm ent to the consti­ 
tution to permit the voters to express 
their preference either for or against 
the proposed m easure having passed 
the last session of the legislature. The 
voters will pass on the proposed pro­ 
hibition am endm ent at the general 
election in 1912. 
W hat the verdict < f W est Virginia 
will be on the am endm ent is only con­ 
jecture, and with the exception of 
several of the interior counties little 
interest has been aroused so far. Nei­ 
ther of the two dominant political par­ 
ties feels inclined to take either horn 
of the dilemma now! that the am end­ 
m ent has been submitted, after a con­ 
test which was waged through several 
sessions of the legislature. 
The pro­ 
hibition leaders, however, are active. 
They bave started their campaign for 
the 
adoption 
of 
the 
constitutional 
am endm ent in some of the interior 
counties, 
with 
the 
organization 
of 
clubs, and it is expected that they will 
make an effort to have both the Re­ 
publicans and Democrats indorse the 
am endm ent in the party platforms, al­ 
though many of the Democratic and 
Republican party leaders believe the 
issue is something of a two-edged 
sword, and they are not eager to inject 
it into the next political contest.
